I cannot leave this hob without mentioning 
that it is vitreous enamelled, and has no nooks 
or crannies to coliect dirt, as it is what is 
known as a “‘smooth-top.”

Cheapness. 


Now more magic, and, perhaps, in these 
hard times, a very important point. In 
general, electricity for cooking purposes does 
not cost any more than ordinary fuels. It 
is easy to find out what it would cost vou. 

So many people have used electricity for 
cooking purposes for so many years that one 
is able to compare their costs. and as a result 
it has heen found that they average one unit 
of electricity per person daily—t.e., seven 
persons for seven days equal 49 units weekly.

To help you in the choice of a cooker, the 
Electricity Supply Board has a very attrac- 
tive selection to choose from. Thev have 
them in every size to suit the small family 
and the large one. It is not necessary to get 
too large a cooker, One for 3-4 persons will 
cook a 7lh. or 8lb. joint and a pudding. A 
ccoker for 46 persons will usually take a 
2Uih. turkey. 

On a small cooker four large saucepans 
will hoil on one boiling plate, so it is un- 
necessarv to get too many boiling plates. If 
in doubt about the type of cooker vou should 
get, the Electricity Supply Board have ex- 
perts to advise you in the matter.

A Little Trouble is the Art 
of Cooking.

tests of a cook, althoigh actually it 
presents few technical difficulties, the 
chief consideration in connection with it being 
that the cook should take a little trouble. 
One of the best cheis in Dublin, M. Besson, 
pointed out on one occasion, that the secret 
of cooking vegetables is to. cook them in 
two waters. This process is known as 
blanchissage, and it consists of putting the 
vegetables into salted boiling water for two

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or three minutes, throwing this water away 
end cooking them for the second time in 
fresh boiling water. There are of course, 
certain exceptions to this. such as young 
spring carrots, but as a rule the cooking of 
vegetables throughout in the same water 
means that they will retain an unpleasant, 
overstrong flavour. 

All green vegetables should be cooked with 
the lid off, and others covered. 

THE SAVOURY CARROT. 

Carrots ate treatec in a very step-motherly 
wav in these islands, and yet they. are a 
savoury vegetable when properly prepared, 

At this time of year they should first be 
cooked tor some time in boiling, salied water. 
Afterwards they should be transferred to a 
mixture of butter, sugar and salt. Or they 
may simply be laid in a _ little cream, 
and served after ihey have soaked in it. 
They may also be prepared a la bichy, but 
this might not be a satisfactory recipe outside 
France, as a bottle oí Vichy water is a neces- 
sary ingredient. An exceilent method oi 
cooking them is with rice’ and butter. Thuis 
resolves itself into a puree of carrots or 
mashed carrots. 

Cauliflower is ene of the most adaptable of 
vegetables, and may be served as a dish that 
Is complete without meat.

Outside of France spinach is another long- 
suffering vegetable. Indeed, many a person 
eating spinach in these parts might be led to 
think that he was a re-incarnation of King 
Nebuchadnezzar, and was obliged to nourish 
himself on the grass of the fields. As a 
matter of fact, spinach as it 1s known 1n 
France is not always easy to obtain in Ireland, 

It should be cooked according to the 
blanchiasage method. A little breadsoda helps 
to retain the green colour. It should, when 
it is soft, be chopped very finely and heated 
in a saucepan with a litle cream, but not 
kept over the fire too long, as this might 
cause it to turn yellow. There are six recog- 
nised methods of cooking this vegetab'e. 

Celery may also be served in numerous ways 
—with Farmesau cheese or as a puree. The 
latter method involve prel:minary botling and 
then baking in the oven with Bechamel sauce 
There are numerous methods of cooking 
one of the best is Fondantes.

THE ‘* DYING '' THEATRE. 


MR. PERCY HUTCHISON’S 
OPTIMISM. 


By Our THEATRE CORRESPONDENT. 
“ As one of the oldest of the actor- 
managers now surviving, I am in a very 
favourable position to know what is actually 


happening in the theatre in all parts of Great

Oysters on Crees. 


The recent gift by the island of Trinidad 
of £25,000 to the British Treasury is a 
reminder that it is one of the most richly 
endowed islands in the world. It is best 
known, of course, for its famous lake of 
pitch, frem which comes most of the 
material that the world uses for the 
making of roads. This famous lake looks 
like a huge marsh, and the surface is hard 
enough for pedestrians to walk on it. The 
supply of pitch seems to be inexhaustible, 
and no matter how much is dug out of it 
the hole fills up again very rapidly. The 
bottom of the lake has never been sounded, 
though measurements which have been 
taken over a number of years show that 
the level of the pitch has fallen about 
seven feet. 

The island is rich in other things besides 
its pitch ; for almost every kind of tree or 
shrub can be grown there, including the 
sources of coffee, pepper, cocoa, and even 
of Angostura bitters. All of these are 
largely exported. Another remarkable 
feature of the island is the fact that there 
the oysters grow on trees. It may seem 
absurd, but in reality it is simple. The 
trees are those beside the rivers, and the 
oysters attach themselves to the roots 
which grow down into the stream. 


An Old Friend. 


I am exceedingly sorry to learn from 
the current number of 7'.U.D. that Richard 
Halpin is dead. Halpin, who entered the 
service of Trinity College thirty-five years 
ago, was one of the best-known and most 
popular porters that ever wore the College 
uniform. He was the confidant of genera- 
tions of Trinity men, and thousands of 
old College men throughout the world will 
grieve when they learn that his familiar 
tace will be seen no more about the places 
of which Halpin seemed to be a permanent 
part. As Chapel verger, he kept a vigilant 
eye on innumerable ‘“‘jibs,’’ many of 
whom, now leaders of their professions in 
all parts of the Empire, will have kindly 
thoughts of the faithful servant who has 
gone to his rest. 


“Che Unfinished Capitol. 


Until recently visitors to Belfast were 
surprised to find that after many years 
the south side of St. Anne’s Cathedral, in 
Lower Donegall street, was left unfinished. 
Much more surprising, however, is the 
news that the citizens of the United States, 
who pride themselves on their speed and

uncompleted the great national building 
at Washington, known as the Capitol. 

The Capitol was begun as long ago as 
1793 as the place of assembly for Congress. 
Within the last fortnight the official 
national architect, Mr. David Lynn, has 
revealed that now, nearly a century and a 
half after its beginning, the Capitol will 
vat up two million dollars for its finishing 
touches. Architects say that the great 
dome of the Capitol is too big to harmonise 
with the rest of the structure, and that the

Chinese Woman Fiier. 


Women in China are determined not to 
be outdone by their Western sisters in the 
matter of aviation. I notice that Miss 
Wang Kwei-fen, the daughter of a late 
revolutionary leader, is planning to fly 
round the world, including a hop across 
the Atlantic from England, in a special 
‘plane which the Nanking Government is 
purchasing for her. Miss Wang, who is 
chief of the Chinese women pilots’ 
organisation, owns a light aeroplane, in 
which she makes long flights over vast 
areas of China, and her example has 
prompted a score of other adventurously- 
minded Chinese women to learn flying in 
order to take out their pilot’s certificate. 
It is proposed to start this world-flight 
early next spring. The machine will be 
similar in type to that used by Colonel 
Lindbergh when he made his trans- 
Atlantic record in 1927. Miss Wang in- 
tends to fly by way of North China, 
Russian Turkestan, the. Near East, 
Furope, and then on to England. From 
England she will make an attempt to fly 
non-stop across the Atlantic.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 
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AMENDING THE BY-LAWS. 


Professor J. Joly presided at a general 
meeting of the Royal Dublin Society at 
Ballsbridge yesterday evening. 

When the minutes of the last meeting had 
been read by the Registrar, Dr. H. H. 
Poole, Mr. Justice Wylie said that he had 
been asked by the Council to propose an 
amendment to the by-laws, in order to extend 
the life of the committees. The Commit- 
tee of Agriculture, he said, consisted of 
twenty-one members, the Committee of 
Science fifteen, and the General Purposes 
Commitee of nine members The old rule 
was that those committees retired annually, 
and he proposed that this rule should be 
amended, so that the membership of the 
committees will not be continually changing. 
When a new committee is brought in every 
year they had not a reasonable opportunity 
of making much progress; for they had to 
retire when they were becoming accustomed 
to their work. 

Instead of all the members resigning at 
the end of the year, he proposed that seven 
should resign from the Committee for Ari. 
culture, five from the Science Committee, 
and three from the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, and that the vacancies be filled by 
the usual election. The first seven who 
head the poll at the ‘election should remain 
on the Agricultural Committee for three 
years, the second seven for two years, and 
the third seven should resign at the end of 
the year. ‘The same principle would apply 
to the other two committees. 

Mr. J. .A. Kinnear, who seconded the 
proposal, said that the Royal Dublin Society 
had been making tremendous progress, and 
the new scheme would reduce a lot of un- 
necessary work and facilitate the work of 
the Society generally. 

Dr. Hackett, who supported the motion, 
said that the change in the by-laws would 
ensure continuity of government. Their bi- 
centenary celebrations and shows had come 
to a very successful issue largely on account 
of the way that the members worked. 

The proposal was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. J. A. Kinnear said that that was the 
first general meeting since the Bi-centenary 
meeting, and he proposed that a vote of 
thanks should be passed by the members for 
the splendid arrangements that were carried 
out by the committees. The arrangements 
were perfect, he said, and representatives 
of some of the most learned societies in 
Great Britain had come to Ireland for the 
celebrations, The arrangements were quite 
in harmony with the best traditions of the 
Royal Dublin Society. 

Professor Joly said that he had no doubt 
that they all.agreed with what Mr. Kinnear 
had said, and added that since the last 
meeting the Society had suffered a great loss 
in the death of Sir Howard Grubb, one of 
their most distinguished members. 

The vote was passed unanimously. 
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““most of the London theatres were old- 
fashioned and out of date, but the expendi- 
ture of nearly two million pounds has brought 
most of them now up to the most comfortable 
standard to: be found in the world. During 
recent years the number of theatres in the 
London area has increased from about twenty- 
five to about forty, and all of them seem to 
be at least holding their own. Within very 
recent months no fewer than four new 
theatres have been built and successfully 
opened, and at the moment there are pro- 
bably more very successful plays running in 
London than at any time during the past few 
years. The success of such plays as ‘The 
Barretts of Wimpole Street,’ ‘ Autumn 
Crocus,’ ‘Bitter Sweet,’ ‘The Improper 
Duchess,’ ‘White Horse’ Inn’ and 
‘Cavalcade’ is proof that the theatre in 
London is in a healthy condition, and that 
playgoers will give their support willingly to 
good plays. 

““ Not only is there no sign of death in the 
British theatre at the moment: there is every 
sign of a healthy and vigorous life. At the 
great National Theatre in Drury lane Noel 
Coward’s ‘‘ Cavalcade’’ is booked out for 
months to come, and many of the plays now 
running have been playing to capacity houses 
for many months. Nor is that all. 
Around London there is now a complete 
circle of repertory theatres, and there is 
everywhere in the metropolitan area the most 
intense interest in the drama. Such theatres 
as the Grevhound at Croydon, and the 
Embassy and the Everyman, have their 
regular patrons, and there are bands of 
actors touring all the London suburbs and 
near-by towns regularly with great success, 
Miss Lena Ashwell’s Players bring the best 
drama into the schools and the parochial 
halls, and are always so well supported that 
interest in good drama is kept glowing and 
intense. 

THE ‘‘ TALKIES.” 

“There is plenty of room for the ‘ talkies’ 
and for the legitimate theatre, but there can 
be no doubt about the cultural menace of 
an entertainment which is about 80 per cent. 
American in origin. It is certainly not good 
for the youth of these countries to be brought 
up on American ideas, American ideals, and 
American speech 

‘There is another aspect of this mechani- 
sation to which ‘little or no attention has 
been given: the amount of unemployment 
that is caused by the introduction of the 
‘talkies.’ Not only are the actors thrown 
out of work, but large numbers of stage 
hands, scenic artists, dress designers and 
makers, and entire orchestras. Ths un 
employment has certainly been the cause of 
considerable distress in the ranks of al] 
connected with theatrical work in recent 
years, 

“ But, despite the inroads made hy the 
‘talkies’ during the past few vears, there is 
still a vast audience for the intellectual 
drama. Vhat has begun in London will 
inevitably spread outwards from that great 
theatrical centre; and the provinces are verv 
much alive. There is no form of mechanical 
entertainment or recreation that can také the 
place of the human actor There is a need 
for humanity, and the legitimate theatre 
can, and does, meet that need. The theatre 
is certainly not dying; it has survived for 
over two thousand years, and there is every 
indication that it will continue to flourish.”

ATTRACTIAG NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Some time ago it was announced that 
the Northern Government, in order to 
attract capitalists from outside its own 
borders, would give free sites to any firms 
which would establish new industries in 
the province. So far, the offer has not 
brought any investors, but inquiries have 
been made, and that in itself is a pleasant 
augury for the future. The Lord Mayor 
of the city, however, has not given the 
official proposal his unqualified approval. 

Speaking at the Belfast Accountants’ 
annual dinner this week, he said that 
newcomers could not expect freedom from 
rates for business premises. He went on 
to say that when they considered the 
position of the old-established factories in 
Belfast, on which rates had been paid 
under the difficulties of the past few years, 
he could not see why foreigners should be 
made exempt. In such circumstances the 
existing firms would have just cause for 
grievance. 

It will be recalled, however, that Lord 
Craigavon’s offer to grant free sites was 
only applicable to firms starting industries 
which would bring new and additional 
sources of employment to Northern Ire- 
land, and would not, therefore, be in 
competition with firms to which the Lord 
Mayor refers. If such concerns as indi- 
cated by 
attracted to the North, they would help 
materially to roll away the clouds of de- 
pression which he so heavily over the 
whole province. 


THE tNVASION OF JRELAND. 


There is every reason to believe that 
Northern Ireland will benefit substantially 
by the Eucharistic Congress which is to 
be held in Dublin next year. Roman 
Catholics in the North are, of course, 
looking forward to this important event 
in the life of their Church with the 
deepest interest, and during the celebra- 
tions there will be a big invasion of the 
Southern capital from the Six Counties. 
Many of the overseas visitors coming to 
Dublin for the Congress are natives of 
Ulster and they will take advantage of 
the occasion to travel North to see their 
old homes. 

As a matter of fact, most of the Belfast 
hotels are already fully booked for the 
fortnight between the 12th and 26th June. 
and it is estimated that the number of 
foreign visitors during that month will 
create a '“ record ” in the tourist traffic 
of the province. Indeed, it appears that 
the Ulster Tourist Development Associa- 
tion has received inquiries for accommo- 
dation and particulars of tours, and so 
forth, from people in Australia, as well 
as in America; and it is thought that the 
hotels will be overflowing and that even

It is now suggested that the Com- 
mittee of Management shall approach 
the Corporation with a view to obtaining 
improved conditions at the colony, and it 
Is expected that sympathetic consideration 
will be given to proposals for expansion. 


THE APPLE INDUSTRY. 


Hopes are expressed in official quarters 
that the operations of the Fruit Act 
relative to packing, grading and market- 
ing will result in further development 
of the trade, together with improved 
prices, in British centres. There was 
strong opposition to the measure while 
passing through Parliament, and there 
is still resentment among the apple- 
growers, who believe that it will injure 
their business. 

In order to remove any cause for mis- 
apprehension, officials of the Ministry of 
Agriculture are addressing meetings in 
the fruit-growing districts, and it is 
pointed out that the regulations do not 
in any way affect the disposal of fruit in 
the Six Counties. Grading for the home 
market is entirely voluntary, but it is 
obvious that the better appearance and 
qualiy of graded fruit will enhance its 
value to the purchasing community. 

It should be noted that, for the present 
at any rate, apples sent to the Free State 
are in the same position as those sold on 
the northern side of the border, the only 
restriction applied to fruit disposed of in 
Ireland, North and South, being to 
prevent the dishonest practice of 
‘topping ’’—that is, displaying a laver 
of good apples on top and inferior apples 
filling the rest of the barrel. No one will 
have any sympathy with such a practice. 


CONIFER CONFERENCE 


REMARKABLE SUCCESS OF 
IRISH EXHIBITS. 


Th» Veitch Memorial Gold Medal has been 
awarded to the Irish exhibits at the Conifer 
Conference in London, held under the auspices 
of the Royal Horticultural Society. The 
Marquess of Headfort, President of the Royal 
Horticultural and Aboricultural Society of 
Ireland, who was responsible for the succcess- 
ful display, took two van-loads of material to 
England for the exhibition. In addition to 
the Veitch medal, the Irish exhibits have 
been awarded the Flora silver-gilt medal, and 
a display of new and rare cones grown at 
Headiort, Kells, Co. Meath, received five 
awards of merit. Such awards represent 
(each) the blue ribbon of the exhibition, and 
are ron aay for a new plant displayed for 
the first time.

Kilkenny Business Men’s Views.

AILEENNY, Thursday. 
ILKENNY Chamber of Commerce, at a 
K very representative meeting which was 
heid mm the City Hall, registered a 
Strong protest against the increase of 25 per 
cent. on the rate of charge for electric current 
recently announced by the Electricity Supply 
Board, . 

Mr. George Frizelle, who proposed the 
resolution, said that the Electricity Supply 
Board had made a great mistake, because 
instead of nursing this great scheme, and 
putting it on the basis of a paying proposi- 
tion, they had taken the shortest cut they 
could to undermine it. 

The resolution of protest against the ir- 
creased charges expressed the opinion that 
before any increase was made a full disclosure 
of the financial position of the undertaking 
and a complete balance-sheet ought te be 
available. The resolution further stated :— 
‘The object of the Electricity Supply Board 
should be to enlarge the number of users of 
electricity, and this object can only be 
achieved by selling eurrent-at a reasonable 
rate. The operation of the new scale of 
charges will, we are convinced, not only 
effectually bar any increase in the number of 
users, but will compel many of those who 
have introduced electricity to revert to gas, 
particularly those who use current for heating 
purposes. We are also of opinion that the 
contro] of the undertaking should he placed 
in the hands of experienced business men, 
and that, at least, one member of the Board 
should be an electrical engineer of estaiiished 
reputation.”’ 

‘‘A STATE MONOPOLY.” 

The Mayor (Councillor T. J. D. O’Hanra 
han), who seconded the resolution, said that 
the Shannon scheme was now an absolute 
State mouopoly, and the ordinary individual 
had no protection whatever against whatever 
rates the Electricity Supply Board seught to 
charge. The people were of opinion that the 
Board had been exceedingly lavish in the 
spending of public money. They had pur. 
chased premises for showrooms at prices far 
in excess of what they, if they were ordins"v 
business people ought to have paid for them. 
and they liberally staffed and liberally fitted 
up. It was absolutely essential that a great 
national undertaking of this kind 
should be run by people who 
had got to know what it was to 
make businass pay and who had no oppor- 
tunity of turning to State funds for assistance 
if they wanted it. The action of the Board 
in Increasing the charge by 25 per cent. was 
disgraceful. 

The Mayor said that people took in the 
light and installed fittings at considerable 
expense under the definite understanding that 
the current was going to cost them a certain 
stated sum It had not been at all cheap

1 suggest 
that the very excellent and able Minister of 
Industry and Commerce would be rendering 
lar greater service to the State by going more 
closely into the affairs of the Electricity 
Supply Board than by vendering what 
nebulous services he ean to the distressed 
peoples at Geneva ! ‘They are most unsatis- 
factory in most of their dealings with the 
public. Dr. MacLaughlin has been super- 
seded, or supplanted. for some reason or 
another, and the change has not been for the 
better. J think a full financial balance sheet, 
setting ont the tull state of affairs, is a 
thing which we, as citizens of the State and 
well-wishers of the Shannon scheme, are 
entitled, to ”’

only on a par with everything else they did 
since they started.

Limerick To Resist 
New Charges.

LIMERICK, Thursday. 


At the meeting of the Limerick Corporation 
whole House Committee the Mayor, who pre- 
sided, directed attention to the increased 
scale of electricity charges. The increased 
charges, the Mayor said, were outrageous and 
scandalous, more especially having reference 
to Limerick, which might be rightfully con- 
sidered the source of the great electric supply 
of the Saorstat. The Electricity Supply 
Board had taken over the municipal electric 
station, on which the Corporation had made 
a profit. 

Mr. P. Bourke—And if allowed to continue 
its own working the Corporation would have 
been able to supply clectricity now at a much 
cheaper figure than the Electricity Supply 
Board. 

The Mayor complained that Limerick 
always had to ray more to the Electricity 
Board for electricity than Dublin or Cork— 
more than any other centre now supplied with 
current. He proposed a resolution strongly 
and emphatically protesting against such an 
unjust imposition on Limerick, and, more- 
over, would call a general meeting of all the 
citizens to voice in the fullest manner 
Limerick’s determination to resist the new 
charges. 

EXPLANATION SOUGHT. 

Mr. Bourke said that the Board was treat- 
ing Limerick in an autocratic and outrageous 
fashion. In addition to their protest, they 
should demand an explanation from the 
Board as to why the increase was necessary. 

Mr. Michael Keyes said that the Shannon 
scheme should be made available for the use 
of the humblest person in the land by having 
a minimum scale of charges. The action 
of the Board showed that instead of making 
the scheme, as it should be, a popular one, 
they were doing their very best to 
de-popularise it 

Alderman Reidy said that the new scale 
of charges would have the effect of turning 
away potential users of electricity. He had 
grave doubts that the methods now adopted 
by the Board would result in making the 
scheme a success. 

Alderman Bronder remarked that there had 
been mismanagement—and bad mismanage- 
ment—of the scheme from the very beginning. 

The Mayor—Absolutely, and it is worse 
now than ever. 

The Mayor embodied in his resolution Mr. 
Bourke’s demand for an explanation, and 
declared the resolution unanimously passed. 
He would, he said, ca'l a general meeting of 
the traders and different public bodies in 
protest immediately. 

FEARS FOR THE FUTURE, 

At a special meeting of Limerick Trades 
and Labour Council, Mr. James McQuane, 
President, presiding, the view was expressed 
that if the cost of lighting was increased the 
rice of current for power would be advanced 
later on, which would be disastrous to the 
industrial future of the country. It was held 
that there was no justification for the in- 
crease. and a resolution was passed protesting

Preliminary in- 
vestigaions indicate that the precious metal in 
quantity lies buried in the district. 

Setne days ago Mr. Wiggins, while inspect- 
ing cattle, noticed a peculiar glint on stones, 
and casually picking one up found it studded 
with what he concluded was gold. He showed 
it to several friends, who, while also believing 
it to be gold, could not give a definite opinion. 
Encouraged by acid tests carried out locally, 
Colonel C. G. Jones, D.8.0., M.1.M.E., Car- 
diff, was consulted, and was requested to have 
the ore tested. Portion of it was sent to the 
Bank of England, and the assayer reported 
that the result was highly satisfactory, and 
proved beyond doubt that the precious metal 
in its purest form existed. 

With Mr. Joseph Brown, Dungannon, and 
Mr. Wiggins, Colonel Jones inspected the dis- 
trict, and while at the moment they decline 
to disclose the exact locality, it has been 
ascertained that gold exists in quantities well 
worth working.

In the last 
monthly crop report issued by the Free 
State Department of Agriculture it was 
stated that the price paid in Co. Meath 
for milk to be sold in Dublin was 10d. 
per gallon on the farm. This milk is 
collected by retailers’ lorries and brought 
into town for distribution to consumers, 


In view of the expenses which the 
farmer has to incur, the margin between 
the price which he receives and the price 
obtained by the retailer is very consider- 
alble--not less than a hundred per cent. 


| It will be admitted that retailers on their 


part have heavy expenses too, but why. 
it is asked, should consumers be obliged 
to pay one hundred per cent. more than 
the producer receives ? 

(‘onsumers in Dublin have long been 
accustomed to paving 5d., 6d. and 7d. per 
quart for milk delivered at their doors 
according to season, but they have done

HE Prime Minister’s promised state- 
ment on the question of dumping Is 
expected to be made in the House of 
Commons on Monday, says the Press 
Association Lobby Correspondent, and it 
is confidently assumed in all politica! 
quarters that the statement will be in the 
form of an announcement that the Govern- 
ment has decided to introduce at once a 
bill giving the Executive emergency powers 
to prevent excessive imports by Orders-in- 
Council. 

This method of procedure has already 
been applied in enforeing reductions of 
expenditure on various services, and the 
Government has also armed itself with 
special powers to check “ profiteering’ in 
food -stuffs. 7 

The demand for emergency powers to 
safeguard home _ productions against 
abnormal imports, in anticipation of the 
introduction of tariffs, is so strong in the 
(‘onservative ranks that immediate action 
is regarded as a certainty. 

Doubts are expressed in some quarters 
whether the present flow of imports is. 
in fact, above the normal for this period 
of the year. It is, however, contended 
that, even if there is no immediate occa 
sion for the use of preventive mesures 
the Government ought to be armed with 
emergency powers in case the need for 
action should arise suddenly in the coming

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on ‘The Citizen and the Trade 
Unionist,"’ savs:—Trade unions. which 
actively engage in politics and success. 
fully promote parliamentary  candida- 
tures are shown by recent events to pos- 
aud an unconstitutional control 
over the actions, not merely of individual 
members, but also of groups of members. 
For example, the Miners’ Federation had 
at its command in the last House of 
Commons the votes of forty-three mem- 
bers, the National Union of Railwaymen 
of six—the seventh shook himself free 
from the dictation—and other unions of 
varying numbers, while collectively thes 
had the power to destroy the Labour 
Government. 
they were led not as political units and 
constituent members of the Labour 
Party, but quite definitely as trade unions 
under the leadership of the General 
Council. The trade unions were arraved 
against the politicians, and the trade 
unions prevailed over the Labour Govern- 
ment as they did not prevail over the 
Unionist Government in 1926. 

It must not be forgotten that on the 
same day, and in the same hour, that the 
Parliamentary Labour Party decided to 
trust the Cabinet with the carrying out 
of essential, though distasteful economies, 
the General Council declared its irrecon- 
cilable opposition. A cartoonist has re- 
presented the Labour Party as stabbed ip 
the back. The blows were those of 
the General Council. Just as the interests 
of producers and consumers may conflict, 
although the same individual may be both 
producer and consumer, so the interests 
of trade unionists and citizens may be 
opposed, although the same man is beth 
trade unionist and citizen. 


STILL UNCORRECTED.

PEDESTRIANS AND THE USE 
OF THE ROAD.

+ HE Committee stage of the Road Traffic Bill gave deputies an oppor- 
tunity yesterday of making numerous suggestions with the object of 


improving the measure. 


Among them were third party insurance, and the 


power of insurance companies to reject applications for insurance policies, 
tests for drivers of public service vehicles, and the inspection of vehicles. 
Some of the suggestions will be considered by the Minister before the final 


stages of the bill are taken. 


The Minister for Local Government announced that, so far as the rights 
of pedestrians crossing the streets of Dublin were concerned, the matter 
would be provided for in a later stage of the bill. 


It was agreed to take the fifth stage of the Finance (Increase of Income 


Tan! Bill to-day, and, if time can be found for it, the Public Charitable 


Hospitals Bill will be considered. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES POW ERS: 


— 


HE Committee stage oí the Road 
Tea: Bill was resumed on Section 
50. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that third party insurance was very desir- 
able, but they should provide against the 
possibility of any company denying insurance 
to persons who had been involved in acci- 
dents. Thus the insurance companies would 
be delegating to themselves the power 
exercised by the courts in suspending driving 
licences. Under an arrangement insurance 
companies, sooner than fight cases in the 
courts, paid the costs of their own clients; 
but insured persons had no opportunity of 
clearing their reputations as drivers when 
they came to re-imsure. 

Insurance companies at present did not 
want to take the risk of insuring omnibuses, 
and he quoted an instance where insurance 
premiums on ‘buses had been increased by 
100 per cent. He suggested that the Minister 
should provide some form of regulations in 
respect of private insurance companits by 
which excessive premiums would not he 
‘charged, or some court of appeal to which 
a person denied insurance could apply. 

Mr. J. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) sup- 
ported Mr. Lemass, and said that it would 
be most unwise to give so much power to 
insurance companies. In the matter of insur- 
ance of 'buses, there was a case for the 
consideration of the Minister. 

Mr. A. CASSIDY (Lab. Donegal) said 
that “huses from the Free State plying for 
hire in Northern Ireland had to have third 
party insurance, and that insurance had to 
he with a British company. Policies issued 
by Free State companies were not recognised 
in Northern Ireland. He thought that the 
Minister should consider making it compul- 
sory that insurance taken out under this Act 
should be confined to Irish companies, so 
that the premiums and profits would be kept 
Within the State. 


COMPANIES AND * BAD RISKS.” 
The Minister for Local Government said 
that what they had to consider was, whether 
they could force insurance 
companies to take “had risks.’’ If they did 
that, they would be adding to the dangers 
of the road from traffic Although the hill 
had been before the pulstic for a long time 
‘bus owners had rot put their problems before 
him, though individual denuties seemed to 
have approached, Unless they had

been 
Initiative as well as co-operation of al! parties 
interested they were not going to hammer 
out the best possible scheme. 

Insurance companies looked after their own 
material business in the first instance, but 
he had no evidence that they were not 
going to meet him in the fullest possible 
spirit of co-operation. It might be porsible 
where an insurance was refused to get the 
company to state a case, and appeal be made 
to a District Justice as to whether there was 
reasonable grounds for refusing the policy. 

Mr. GOOD suggested that a tribunal should 
be set up to deal with this matter of refusing 
to insure. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F.. Dublin County) 
suggested that they should put the onus on 
the insurance companies to appear before the 
tribunal and prove that they were justified 
in refusing the insurance. Nobody wanted 
to see insurance granted where there was a 
faulty vehicle or careless driver, but there 
was a case to be made for the man who 
might have had an unfortunate accident, or 
who might have had trouble with a company 
in respect of a claim. 


A MUTUAL INSURANCE SCHEME. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) suggested 
that insurance companies should be required 
to furnish to the Minister quarterly returns 
giving the number of insurances refused, and 
the reasons for refusal. That would be a 
moral warning to the companics, who would 
be careul not to refuse unless they could give 
substantial! reasons. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that ‘t 
should be left to the District Justice to say 
whether a refusal was justified. He sug 
gested that a mutual imsurance scheme should 
be compulsorily established in respect of the 
*buses. 

Mr. MURPHY (Ind., County Dublin) said 
that, if insurance companies were compelled 
to cover bad risks, they should be indemnified 
by the State. 

“The MiNISTER said that they could con- 
sider it along the lines that where -nsurance 
was refused the applicant might appeal to 
the District Justice to have a case stated by 
one or all the insurance companies 7s to the 
reasons for refusing to accept the risk. 

Mr. CONNOLLY (C. na nG., Longford 
Westmeath) thought there might be a form 
of State insurance, with the County Councils

The MINISTER said that between “his an 
the réport stage he would consider what 
could be done to meet the problem of insur- 
ance of ‘buses. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin North) said 
that there should be some provision to 
secure that insurance would be carried out 
with a company registered in the Free State 
Irrespective of what was done in the six 
counties, he thought they should give a 
preference to companies in the Free State 
who invested their money in Irish securities 
and employed Irish workers.

SIGHT TESTS FOR DRIVERS. 
Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., Dublin County) 


moved an amendment to Section 67, which 
provides that notice of an accident should be 
given by the owner or driver of a vehicle 
within forty-eight hours. 

Mr. Good’s amendment suggested that the 
words “forty-eight hours” be deleted, and 
the words “as soon as practicable’ sub- 
stituted. 

The Minister accepted the amendment. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) suggested 
that drivers of public service vehicles should 
undergo sight tests, such as were applied in 
the case of railway workers. . ; 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Ind., Dublin Um.- 
versity) said that colour blindness was far 
more prevalent than was imagined. He con- 
sidered that tests for sight defects and deaf- 
bess were necessary. 

Mr. MULCAHY (Minister for Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health) said that it was 
a question of medical tests, as well as tests 
for competency. The qualified person making 
the latter tests could see if the applicants 
suffered from such defects as had been re- 
ferred to. The Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard would lay dewn a general rule as to 
what should be required to determine com- 
petency. 


THE ISOLATION OF DRIVERS. 


Mr. T. Z. O'CONNELL (Labour, South 
Mayo) moved an amendment providing that 
drivers of large pubic service vehicles should 
be isolated from passengers. This, he said, 
would ensure the greater safety of the travel- 
ling public. 
he MINISTER said that under the Motor 
(Public Service Vehicle) Order. 1928, it was 
prescribed that drivers of all service vehicles 
fitted with permanent roof should be isolated, 

Several members asserted that this regula- 
tion was not enforced.

Mr. O’CONNELL’S amendment was with- 


drawn. 


VEHICLE INSPECTORS. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) moved 
an amendment to secure that ‘‘a person qua- 
lified by experience in the construction of 
vehicles ’’ be employed instead of ''a member 
of the Garda Stochans ” as Vehicle Inspec- 
tor in the annual inspection of vehicles for 
public service. He maintained that this 
work would only be carried out by a skilled 
mechanic. 

The MINISTER said that he would con- 
sider the point. He agreed with the prin- 
ciple of the amendment. It was intended 
that the persons entrusted with the work of 
annual inspection should be persons specially 
chosen, and trained. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

In the matter of the casual inspection of 
public service vehicles, 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F.) moved an amend- 
ment to secure that instead of leaving it open 
to any member of the Garda to order a 
vehicle off the road the work should be car- 
ried out by a Garda specially appointed by 
the Commissioner because of his qualifica- 
tions, and who should wear a badge or other 
sign to indicate his authority. 

The MINISTER said that this was only 
intended to be a superficial inspection, and 
it was necessary that any Guard should have 
the power to enter a ‘bus to see if there 
were defects. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


THE FOURTEEN-SEATER ’BUS. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) moved 
that the bill ghould provide that fourteen- 
seater ‘buses should have a conductor as well 
as a driver. He said that drivers of these 
‘buses had frequently to work fourteen or 
sixteen hours a day, and collect fares, and 
open the folding doors, as well as negotiate the 
‘bus. The Dublin United Tramway Company 
he said, had larger 'buses, with both drivers 
and conductors, and they had to pay a certain 
amount in addition for the upkeep of the 
permanent way in addition to ‘nsurauce and 
cther costs. 

The MINISTER said that in many districts 
fourteen-seater 'bnses could not bear the costs 
ci a conductor, and to accept Deputy 
Cassidy's suggestion would mean that ’buses 
would be driven off the roads or the fares 
increased. 

The amendment was withdrawn.

AN URGENT PROBLEM. 
Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin Co.), 


moving an amendment dealing with the erec- 
tion of terminal stations for waiting passen- 
gers, said that great inconvenience through 
the absence of such stations was caused. 
People had to wait in the streets. 

The MINISTEK said that the amendment 
spoke of approved 'bus companies, but he 
pointed out that the bill was so prepared 
‘hat there should be no discrimination 
between 'bus companies. Any discrimination 
there might be would be in the hands of 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce ip 
lus Transport Bill. The erection of the 
terminal stations would be a matter for the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that there seemed to him to be a conflict 
between the Departments of Industry and 
Commerce and Local Government 

Mr. GOOD said that it seemed to him 
that there was overlapping between the two 
Departments, and, in his opinion, the wait- 
ing stations’ problem should be settled by 
one and the same person regulating start- 
we and stopping places. 

The amendment was lost, the mover having 
said that he wished to withdraw it. 


HOURS AND WAGES. 


Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) moved 
to insert a new clause providing that the 
wages paid to persons employed in connec- 
tion with the operation of a public service 
vehicle, and the conditions of labour be not 
less favourable than those enjoyed under a 
contract by a Department of State in the 
eer, in the district where the work is carried 
out. 

He said that he knew of a case of a 
small ’bus operating on the Dublin-Dalkey 
line, on which a young man was engaged for 
sixteen hours a day at 10s. a week. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) sup- 
ported the amendment, and said it was 
common knowledge that wages on ’buses were 
scandalously low. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork) said 
that in Cork City the ’bus drivers and con- 
ductors had been working seventy to eighty 
hours a week, and the conditions there had 
been a menace to pedestrians and to vehicular 
traffic. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE said that the only justification 
that they could find for such a Tame would 
be where they found notoriously sweated 
conditions and the lack of an organisation 
strong enough to improve labour conditions. 
lí they passed the amendment it meant that 
they would stereotype in a particular area 
conditions achieved between employers and 
employes. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said that 
the Minister ought to know that in the City 
of Dublin scandalous conditions existed on 
the small fourteen-seater "bus. On these 
‘buses the driver-conductor worked fourteen 
to sixteen hours a day, and received 25s. a 
week. 


PUTTING ’BUSES OFF THE ROAD. 


The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
replied that there was no _ precedent for 
regulation by law of wages, except under 
Government coniracts, or decided in the case 
of trades to which the Trades Board Act 
applied. The Trades Board Act could oniy 
have application where they had two con- 
ditions present at the same time One was 
notoriously sweated conditions of wages or 
hours, and, secondly, that there was no 
organised body to fight the case of the 
employe. 

He added that if they were going to insist 
on regulating condition; of employment 
because certain people wert no. getting 
sufficient wages, the result would be tha: 
there would be more unemrloyed. If con 
ductors were to. be employed it micht resn't 
in the disemployment of drivers altogethi 
That was what Deputy Davin wanted, for 
in his mind railway interests were pre 
dominant } 

Mr. DAVIN--It is a trade union issue. 

The MINISTER—It is also a railway issue. 
And, he added. for anyone who had a aail 
way pcint of view, it was a glorious amend- 
ment, because it would certainlv result on

‘PEDESTRIANS’ RIGHTS. 


On the motion that the section (133) pass, 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said that 
under the section local authorities were 
obliged to do certain things, and he thought 
that there should be inserted in the bill a 
provision that these local authorities should 
be brought into consultation with the Com- 
missioner, 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour. Clare) said that 
the. pedestrian, who, in his opimon, had a 
primary right to use any part of the roadway, 
was ignored altogether in the bill. There was 
not one word about him. In other cities 1n 
other countries they were familiar with such 
sights as the streams of traffic being held up 
to allow pedestrians to cross the roads, and 
they could witness the whole traftic being held 
up to allow school children, women, or the 
weak and aged to cross in safety. They 
never, he maintained, witnessed such sights 
in Dublin. There was no reason why such a 
regulation should not be inserted in the bill. 
He also complained of the practice of motorists 
and omnibus drivers pulling up right across 
the road where pedestrians were expected to 
cross, with the result that people had to walk 
round the obstructions. . 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dubiin, N.) asked 
who was to bear the cost of the many notice 
boards and sign posts which would have to 
be erected as a result of the passage of this 
bill. In a city like Dublin this would involve 
a not inconsiderable amount. 

The MINISTER said that all the money 
paid into the Road Fund went to the local 
authorities in definite relation to the amount 
they spent in road maintenance. The notices 


and signs to be erected could be regarded as 
part of the maintenance of roadways and 
money spent by the local authorities on them. 

He agreed with Deputy Ilogan as to the 
rights of pedestrians. In common law the 
pedestrian had the first right to the road. 
He had had under consideration the position 
of the pedestrian and cyclists in relation to 
motor traffic, and he thought that two 
pedestrians walking abreast along a country 
road or two cyclists abreast had as much 
right to the read as a motorist, though he 
did not think they could enshrine that in a 
reculation. So far as the rights of pedestrians 
crossing the streets in Dublin were concerned, 
that was provided for at a later stage in 
the ball.

Té Hospitals Sweepstakes Bill, the

‘ended especially to include such organisations 
as the Jubilee Nurses, whose activities,

West of Ireland, are so highly valued. Owing 
to the difficulty of obtaining adequate funds 
their usefulness has been hitherto more or 
less circumscribed. 

The bill has received considerable support 
among deputies, and it is hoped to get it 
through both the Dail and Senate at an early 
gate, 

Deputy Anthony (Independent Labour) pro- 
poses to introduce at the earliest opportunity 
a bill’ to extend the benefits of the Public 
Charitable Hospitals Act to the deserving 
institutions in Cork City. These are the Cork 
Eye and Ear Hospital and the Cork Cancer 
Hospital. 

This measure, Mr. Anthony hopes, 
commend itself to the Dail, so that it may be 
possible for these institutions to be included 
in the next sweepstake.

Giving evidence, Captain O’Hanrahan 
denied any knuwledge of the presence of the 
boxes. 

Superintendent Moore stated that inquiries 
had shown that O’ Hanrahan had asked people 
at Liverpooi to aliow their addresses to be 
used as distributing centres. 

(0 Hanrahan was fined £10 and O'Sullivan 
£5, and a further fine of £10 was imposed on 
O Hanrahan for failing to declare the sweep- 
stake tickets.

RESOLUTION PASSED AT 
COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS. 


At a meeting of the President and Fellows 
of the Royal College of Physicians of Ireland 
a resolution dealing with the need for clean 
milk legislation was unanimously adopted. The 
attention of the Free State Government was 
directed to the urgent necessity of securing 
a supply of pure milk for the citizens of the 
Irish Free State, and a recent declaration of 
thé Minister for Local (Government that 
legislation directed to that end was shortly 
to be introduced was welcomed. It was also 
set forth in the resolution that the President 
and Fellows of the Society were satisfied that 
there was no form of adulterated food, common 
at the present day, which was at all so 
dangerous as was milk infected with tubercle 
bacilli, yet there was no reason to believe 
that such milk was not uncommonly sold to 
the public. At the present time the State 
was expending large sums of money for the 
treatment of persons infected with tubercu- 
losis, but there could be no doubt that an 
adequate return for that expenditure could 
never be expected so long as the main food 
given to young children carried with it the 
daily risk of-infection by virulent tubercle

SHOULD AN EXTENSION

T the opening meeting of the Statist:- 
cal and Social Enquiry Society of 
Ireland, held last might at the Royal 


Academy, Mr. Charles Eason, M.A., 

paper entitled, ‘“‘Should the Range 
of Trustee Investments be extended’”’ ” 
ihe chair was Mr. J. C. M. Eason, the son 
of the lecturer. 

In the summer of 1931, said Mr. Eason, 
the prices of Free State National Loans had 
reached a high level. ‘The First and Second 
5 per cent. National Loans were quoted at 
over £108 and the Third 45 per cent. 
National Loan at £104. At the same time 
the 5 per cent. War Loan and the 4; per 
cent. (Conversion Loan had not exceeded 
£105, but the 5 per cent. Conversion Loan 
had gone to £1083. While the citizens of 
the Free State had every reason to feel 
proud of this indication of confidence in the 
stability of their State, the lecturer felt that 
the high prices of the National Loans was 
to some extent attributable to the small 
quantity of Free State Securities which were 
on the list of authorised trustee invest- 
nents. 

The Free State Stocks that were 
authorised for trustee investment might be 
summarised as follows :—

There were £23,000,000 of Land Bonds 
issued, but there was actually only between 
eight and nine million pounds worth available 
for purchase by the public. Purchases for the 
Sinking Fund were steadily reducing the 
total, and the amount of stocks freely on sale 
was very much less than the total issue. In 
fact, the total securities available for trustee 
investment was only about £18,500,000. ‘The 
lecturer recommended that to the list of 
authorised investments should be added 
additional securities from the Free State. 
Northern Ireland, foreign countries, and the 
British Dominions. 

Mr. Eason then traced the development of 
the office of Public Trustee in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and showed how Ireland had 
given the lead to England in the creation of 
this office. 

He recommended that the Public Trustee 
in Ireland should be empowered to act in all 
cases and for estates of every size, as was 
the case in England. 

Mr. Eason then gave a list of securities, 
including Free State Corporation Stocks, 
Port and Harbour Board Stocks and Bonds, 
and some miscellaneous Industrial Securities, 
which he considered suitable as additions to 
the present list of Trustee Investments. He 
also made the interesting suggestion that a 
number of foreign and Dominion Securities 
might be included in this list. 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Mr. 
Justice Meredith, and seconded by Mr. J. P.

SIR STAFFORD CRIPPS’S CASE,

Sir Stafford Cripps moved the official

tion of reversing the unjust economies 1m- 
posed upon the unemployed and other classes 
of persons, or of restoring and developing 
services.” He confessed he was 
somewhat in a difficulty. 

The Opposition, Sir Stafford said, were in 
the position of having nothing to oppose in 
the King’s Speech, because there was nothing 
in it. The Prime Minister had expressed 
his willingness to approach any proposals 
that might come from the Opposition in a 
truly national spirit, but he very much 
doubted whether any of those proposals 
would receive such a speedy response as 
those urged by Sir Henry Page-Croft and 
Mr. Churchill. He would make it plain at 
once that the Opposition would fight against 
the imposition of a protective duty. The 
proposals which the Labour Party would 
urge upon the Prime Minister came under 
three main heads. They were—national plan- 
ning and reconstruction, international co- 
ordination, and the treatment of the un 
employed and certain other people who had 
suffered ‘‘ cuts’’ in their benefits and wages. 

Dealing first with the international situa- 
tion, he said that the policy of the Labour 
Party was to get rid of debts and war pay- 
ments, and he urged the Government to 
summon an international conference to deal 
with all international economic differences, 
not excluding the question of disarm- 
ament. Unless something was done Germany 
would crash. other countries would = crash, 
The four problems to be faced bv such a 
Conference were:—Disarmament, War debts 
and reparations, currency and exchange 
questions, and tariff barriers. 


TARIFF PROBLEM. 

It was apparently proposed that a tariff 
barrier should be erected in this country in 
order to make international trade more diffi- 
cult than ever. The best thing that a 
National Government could do was to try to 
remove all trade barriers, and if they suc- 
ceeded they would be rendering a great 
service internationally. The way to improve 
our internal situation was to co-ordinate 
industry, agriculture, and finance, and to 
eliminate unnecessary competition by amalga- 
mations, as in the case of the coal mines, the 
railways and the electrical industry. 

Two things were necessary—the planned 
reconstruction of industry, and the planned 
investment of the national resources. The 
flow of credit must be controlled by first 
controlling the Bank of England. Uniless 
that was done. they would not be able to 
bring about the rehabilitation of the great 
basic industries. There must also be control 
of investments and of the joint stock banks. 

As to agriculture, the only basis on which 
thev could work for a national reconstruction 
was the nationalisation of the land.

AN EIGHT-MILE POINT. 


These hounds brought off a very fine hunt 
on Tuesday from the meet at Killare Cross- 
roads To begin with, a fox from Killare was 
hunted towards Mosstown Clump and back to 
Clonaboy, where he got in. A fox found in 
Arbrennan bog was marked to ground in the 
middle of the bog, and almost immediately 
hounds were away on the line of another, and 
a capital hunt ensued. They ran hard by 
Glencarra, with a point for Boston bog, close 
to which he was headed and turned back into 
Gjlencarra. Hounds probably changed foxes 
here, and without any delay were quickly 
away, running up Usnagh Hill. Sinking the 
valley on the far side near Killare Cross- 
roads, the fox ran along the top of Barn Hill, 
and it looked as if Jamestown was his objec- 
tive. Before reaching there, however, he 
turned down wind again, and leaving Lunes- 
town on his right proceeded across the 
Churchtown-Dysart road to the Bryanstown 
‘‘ Double,” and eventually saved his brush in 
Keoltown bog. The distance of this good 
hunt was cous miles as hounds ran and the 
point made about eight miles, 


CARLOW HOUNDS. 


—_— 


Hounds met at Rathmore Park on Satur- 
day. Kathdanial gorse, drawn first, held, but 
disappointment resulted owing to foxes 
getting to ground in the covert. Scent was 
bad from Maplestown, and hounds going away 
from here on the Beechy Park side hunted 
only a few fields before checking, and finally 
lost their fox. Graney held, and with 1m- 
proved scent hounds went away close on their 
fox over the Graney river. Swinging left- 
handed over Knockpatrick, which is close to 
Kildare territory, they then turned back left- 
handed, and marked their fox to gronnd in 
the old fox covert at Lacey's. 

Meeting on Tuesday, 10th, at Bagenals- 
town, the first draw was Kilcarrig Rocks, 
where several foxes were on foot. After a 
considerable amount of covert hunting, one 
was marked to ground in the rocks and was 
left. A fox from Slyguff unfortunately got to 
ground within two fields from the covert. In 
the meantime, a second fox had left, but the 
line was too stale to persevere with when 
hounds were brought back. Lorum, drawn 
next, provided a fox of the right calibre. 
Hounds getting away on good terms were 
soon clear of the heavy fields below the 
covert. Leaving Corries on their left, they 
crossed the “ Black River ” (which took 
heavy toll of the field), and continued to run 
at a good pace through Knockullard and over 
the Borris-Fenagh road, pointing for Dunroe. 
When within two fields of Dunroe Wood they 
bore right-handed, and hunting steadily on 
up Craan Hill they marked their fox to 
ground in a breeding earth in the wood, after 
a very enjoyable hunt of 55 minutes. 


BALLYMACAD HOUNDS. 


——$—— 


With a much improved scent these hounds 
had two good days during the past week, 
Meeting at Fore on Saturday a fox was found 
in the Rock Wood of Windtown, and going 
uway along the shore of Long Lene ran 
through the Glen as if for Collinstown, but 
wheeled sharp left-handed across Anchorland 
over the Ben of Fore and into Sallymount, 
where he got to ground. Another fox, found 
in the wood along Johnstown Lake, ran back 
across Sallymount to ground close to the 
first. Cooney’s bog was next drawn, and a 
brace of foxes were quickly on foot. The 
hunted one ran over Johnstown, through 
Sallymount, as if for Lough Bawn; then 
turned right-handed over thé top of Fore, 
and, being headed here, went back across 
Sallymount and Johnstown to ground in 
Houndslow. Another fox, found lying in the 
open on the side of The Hill, was hunted 
very fast through Sallymount and Houndslow, 
where hounds were stopped. 

On Tuesday the meet was at Oldcastle. 
Cruxty was drawn blank, but a good fox, 
found in Fagan’s bog, ran across the Old- 
castle main road, then left-handed along by 
‘‘arrick, and on to the edge of Lough Ramor. 
He then wheeled back by Ejighter. Hounds 
hunted down the valley by Garryross bog 
towards the chapel of Castlerahan. Turning 
sharp left-handed he came back across Clon- 
keefy, where the fox was viewed leaving some 
rushes, and hounds ran hard across Dunaven 
to Liss. After crossing the main Oldcastle- 
Virginia road they ran over a difficult country 
to Newcastle: then turning short left-handed 
the fox took refuge in Mr. Strong’s garden. 
He was hunted out towards Gallinfree and 
hack to Mr. Strong’s yard, where a very beaten 
fox got to ground under a havrick, and all 
efforts to evict him failed. Hounds had been 
running hard for one hour and fortv minutes. 
and the Master and one of the whips and a 
clergyman were the only ones to finish.

NEW YORK, Thursday 
The Stock Exchange to-day opened with a 
generdliy firm tone, though Copper issues 
were heavy on reports of definite disagree- 
ment at the conference of international pro- 
ducers regarding the plans for curtailment 
of output, The trend of the Commodity 
market is still expected to exercise a major 
influence on the Securities market. 
Union Pacific advanced to 1144, Atchison 
to 1195, Southern to 185, United States Steel 
to 71%, and Allied Chemical and Dye to 9953. 
The list subsequently lost its early gains, as 
the Wheat market reacted, some issues show- 
ing small net declines, Radio Corp., which 
were heavily traded in an otherwise quiet 
market, fell more than 1 point.

Lincoln, of course, is an assumed name 
taken in England to help hin. in politics. 
In origin, he says, he wa; a Hungarian 
Jew, a diligent student cf the Talmud, 
interested in the theatre, and a not very 
conscientious journalis. From Judaism 
he passed to Christianity becoming “the 
head of the class > pri o Ieie 

| c.ass, the pride of the Irish 
Reformed Church ceminary at Breklum, 
Schleswig-'olstein,”’ a missic. “1” to Jews 
in Canada, curate in an Englis' parish, 
and heir to a legacy. Then he mot Mr. B. 
Seebohm-Rowntree, undertook social re- 
search for him, became naturalised. and 
entered Parliament. 

In turn he has b a zealous reformer. 
a speculator in oil in Rumania, censor at 
the War Office, suspected spy, fugitive to 
America, and anti British propagandist. 
His arrest in the United States for 
extradition on a charg of forgery. his 
escape from prison under typically 
American circumstances, his telling of the 
whole story in the American Press, and 
his trial and sentence in Enzl- d are ;s 
amusing and entertaining as anything in 
fiction. 

According to his story, Lincoln 
“layed a big part in the Kapp-Putsch in 
Germany after his release, sold himself 
successively to the Czechs and t} : French, 
and. finallv. to wreak his vengeance an 
perfidious Albion, becam - adviser-in-chief 
to Wu-Pei-Fu. and other Chinese war- 
lords. From this he turned to Buddhism, 
but here again England b' ke? his path 
to Tibet, as she did wien he attempted to 
come back to London to see his ex-soldier 
son under sentence of death. Handsomely, 
if not very sincerelv, he concludes with an 
apology to England fu the injustice that 
he bas dare hor.

Mr. Robinson’s book is a little gem, a 
model of biography, perfectly propor 
tioned and perfectly written. He. sces 

a ee Cooper as a man per- 
plexed by conflicting 
lovalties—lovalty to 
the class which was 
his vy birth. and to 
the new Ireland, with 
whose spirit his sym- 
pathy lay. In Cooper's 
case the battle was 
easy, since he had 
a passion for service 
of an active kind. 
which could not be 
satisfied by fidelity to 
the old order. The 
feeling of remoteness 
from his class, as 
| Mr. Robinson -im- 
plies, may have been born in the peculiar 
atmosphere of Sligo, where Major Cooper's 
family had entrenched itself since the davs 
of Cromwell ; for Sligo is not only a county 
“ very rich in Gaelic folk-lore and his. 
tory and tradition,” so that the Coopers 
may have possessed contacts denied to the 
“ Ascendancy ” class in general, but it 
is “a kind of island. . something 
curiously contradictory even in this 
country of sharp contrasts.’’ 

Mr. Robinson is a faithful historian 
His book is a vignette, but it contains the 
picture of a man and the picture of a 
period. No man was more greatly in- 
fluenced by the vicissitudes of a changinz 
neriod than Bryan Cooper, and Mr. 
Robinson has painted those vicissitudes in 
fine relief. Gallipoli, he shows, contributed 
as much to Major Cooper's development 
as Dublin, Westminster nearly as much 
s Dáil Eireann, and Markree Castl-, 
in the County Sligo, perhaps, more than 
any of them. The little hook is more 
than a worthy tribute to a dead friend: 
it is the history of a spirit—the spirit 
of a man and of a class.

A vivid account of the recent disturbances 
in Cyprus has reached Ireland in a letter 
sent by a resident to his mother, who lives 
in Bray.
